Jasper Courte, an Italian, was arrested 
and lodged in jail 
yesteiday evening by 
Sheriff R . M . Nail and Deputy Sheriff J. 
D. Conjee, charged with the murder of 
the aged Italian, Frank 
Lanza, 
several 
weeks ago. 
Sheriff Nail filed 
the com­ 
plaint and the arrest was made at the 
home of Courte near the city. 
It will be remembered that the body of 
Lanza was found in a pasture near town, 
where it had seemingly been dragged or 
carried from the road near by, and where 
it had lain two or three days before being 
discovered. 
A great deal of mystery has 
surrounded the case, partly due to the fact 
that whilethe neck was pronounced broken, 
it is said there was no sign of a rope or a 
blow on the skin. 
These and other known 
incidents have been recited in

press and are familiar to the public. 
T he officers have been quietly and earn­ 
estly working on the case ever since. They

New York, March 6.—T here w a s a 
notable clash in th e T h ^ trial be­ 
tween D i s t r i c t , Attorney Jerom e and 
Justice F itzgerald , at the climax of 
which the prosecuting officer refused 
point blank to cite to tho court Ute au­ 
thorities ii,ton w h ich he was p r e d ic t 
Jug an argument. 
Mr. Jerom e was re 
quested by the presiding Judge to sub 
niit to him whatever authorities he had 
upon the subject. 
“I have such a high re a p e d for the 
courts of this jurisdiction,” retort! 
Mr. Jerome, " th a t I will not submit 
authorities on a question of law which 
is so elemental in character, and upon 
which the authorities are so abundant 
that I must presum e the learned court 
knows of them .” 
With flushed face and a sh arp rap 
of his gavel Justice Fitzgerald said i: 
the district attorney did not submit 
to him the authorities the court wou.u 
assume that he did not know of any. 
Mr. Jerom e did not subm it the au­ 
thorities, and Ju stice Fitzgerald rule I 
in favor of the defense on the point 
a t issue which briefly stated, w as tao 
question as to w hether th*' state, av.
